In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
directed to notify and warn all the inhabitants of the Town of Palmer, quali¬ 
fied to vote in elections and Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
Palmer, on Monday the nineteenth day of March, inst., at ten o’clock, a. m., 
to act on the following articles, viz: 

Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2. To determine the number of Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, 
Assessors, School Committee and Constables the Town will choose for the 
ensuing year. 

Art. 3. To elect all necessary Town officers for the ensuing year. 

Art. 4. To act upon the report of the School Committee, Selectmen, Over¬ 
seers of the Poor, and other*Town officers. 

Art. 6 . To raise such sums of money as are necessary to defray the cur¬ 
rent expenses of the Town for the ensuing year. 

Art. 6. To see if the Town will raise any money to reduce the debt of the 
Town. 

Art. 7. To determine the manner of repairing the highways and bridges 
for the ensuing year. 

Art. 8. To see if the Town will allow a discount upon the taxes that may 
be assessed for the ensuing year. 

Art. 9. To determine the manner the Town will take to collect the taxes 
that may be assessed, and state the terms and conditions of the same. 

Art. 10. To see if the Town will accept the list of Jurors as revised by the 
Selectmen. 

Art. 11. To see if the Town will continue to hire the rooms now occupied 
for a lock-up and tramp-rooms. 

Art. 12. To choose Committees and give them instructions. 

Art. 13. To hear reports of Committees, and act thereon. 

Art. 14. To see if the Town will vote to change the time of holding their 
annual meeting from the third Monday in March, to the first Monday in 
April. 
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Art. 15. To see if the Town will make any By-Laws and regulations to 
prevent the pasturing of cattle and other animals upon the streets and high 
ways of the Town. 

Art. 16. To see if the Town will vote a salary for the Sealer of Weights 
and Measures. 

Art. 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise one hundred dollars for 
decoration day, and appropriate the same. 

Art. 18. To see if the Town will vote to purchase any land to enlarge the 
cemetery at Three Rivers, and raise money for the same. 

The names of the Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, Assessors, School 
Committee, and Constables, who are voted for, must be all on one ballot; 
Town Clerk and Treasurer on a separate ballot. And you are hereby directed 
to serve this Warrant by posting up attested copies thereof at the different 
public places designated by a vote of the Town, seven days at least before 
the holding of said meeting, and cause this Warrant to be printed in the 
Palmer Journal^ at least two issues before the time of holding said meeting. 
Hereof fail not, and make due return of this Warrant, with your doings 
thereon, to the Town Clerk, on or before the time of said meeting.

OF 

Committee on Schools. 

( 


We have undertaken to give the children of the Town 
forty weeks’ tuition for the school year 1876-7, instead of 
the thirty-six weeks of recent years. This measure has 
required the application of a rigid economy in the manage¬ 
ment of the appropriation. An annual vacation of twelve 
weeks, however, would seem to be enough for scholars of 
any grade. 

The quality of the schools has been good; it was never 
better; in some respects it has never been so good before. 
The teachers have been both efficient and faithful; we 
should be puzzled to name the exceptions to this state¬ 
ment. 

The school property, amounting in value probably to 
seventeen thousand, five hundred dollars, is now in fair 
condition. The house at Three Rivers and that at Palmer, 
however, should have a coat of paint the coming year. 
The blinds of the house at the former place need repair¬ 
ing, and a portion of the yard at the latter should be 
filled in and raised; the Whiting school-house, also, 
should be painted. 

The Committee would recommend the purchase of a 
portion of the land now owned by H. Q*. Loomis, adjoin¬ 
ing the Palmer school lot, with a view to an enlargement

of the present building, or the erection of an additional 
one. The reason for this recommendation is, that the 
schools there have outgrown their accommodations; there 
are sometimes present a larger number of pupils than 
there are of seats in all the rooms together ; and there is 
no room in the building for putting down more desks. 

W^e would also respectfully ask for the following ap¬ 
propriations : For teachers, fuel and care of houses, $7,500; 
for general repairs, $600 ; a total of $300 less than those 
of the last j^ear.
